Robert A. Baker is a composer, pianist, researcher, conductor and teacher, 
whose music has been performed by orchestras, ensembles and soloists in North 
America and Europe including the Azimuth Quartet, NODUS ensemble (USA), 
Esprit Orchestra, toneART ensemble (Canada) and Psappha Ensemble (U.K.).
